About  the  first  question  that  arises  in  the  average  mind  is, 
what  are  “Legume  Crops”?

Reports  on  Sweet  Clover. 

Sweet  Clover  has  been  raised  as  a crop  on  a few  farms  in  the 
the  San  Louis  Valley  for  the  past  eight  years.  Within  the  past 
two  or  three  years  a great  amount  of  interest  has  been  taken  in 
this  crop  because  it  has  been  successfully  grown  upon  land  that 
was  considered  too  wet  and  too  strong  with  Alkali  for  any  crop. 
This  is  a plant  that  seems  to  be  able  to  grow  where  it  is  too  wet 
for  alfalfa,  as  well  as  where  it  is  too  dry  for  sc.  It  seems  to  be  a 
good  crop  for  breaking  in  new  land  in  the  wet  portions  of  the 
Valley. 

There  are  many  acres  of  land  in  the  San  Louis  V alley  which,  at 
present,  are  producing  little  or  no  returns,  that  would  grow  Sweet 
Clover.  With  the  experience  of  many  farmers  here,  as  well  as 
in  other  sections  of  the  country,  one  need  not  hesitate  to  use  this 
crop  on  such  land.  The  prejudice  that  many  have  against  Sweet 
Clover  as  a weed  should  not  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the  way  of 
making  this  land  produce  a good  pasture  or  hay  crop.  A little 
observation  here  in  the  Valley  will  convince  anyone  that  stock 
will  eat  Sweet  Clover  either  as  a pasture  crop  or  as  hay.

The  Government  Advises  Growing  Sweet  Clover 


Reported  In  Farmers*  Bulletin  485,  Issued  by 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

SWEET-CLOVER  HAY.  In  the  absence  of  more  valuable 
forms  of  hay.  Sweet  Clover  maybe  utilized  for  feeding  all  class- 
es of  live  stock.  In  the  North  one  cutting  is  usually  possible  the 
first  season,  especially  if  seeded  without  a nurse  crop,  and  two 
cuttings  may  be  obtained  the  second  year.  In  the  South  two  cut- 
tings the  first  season  and  three  cuttings  the  second  season  are  or- 
dinarily possible.  The  Massachusetts  State  Experiment  Station 
seeded  a plat  of  Sweet  Clover  May  8 and  on  September  9,  it  was 
cut,  yielding  cured  hay  at  the  rate  of  2,700  pounds  per  acre.  At 
theCanebrake  sub-station,  Uniontown,  Ala.,  in  .1904,  the  first 
year’s  seeding  of  Sweet  Clover  produced  hay  at  the  rate  of  5,056 
pounds  per  acre,  and  in  1905  the  second  season’s  crop  was  6,320 
pounds  per  acre.  Another  plat  produced  6.672  pounds  per  acre 
in  1903  and  7,948  pound  per  acre  in  1904.  At  Utah  Experiment  Sta- 
tion Sweet  Clover  made  more  than  double  the  yield  of  any  of  the 
clovers  or  grasses  with  which  it  was  compared. 

Sweet  Clover  as  a Soiling  Crop.  When  cut  green  and  fed 
to  cattle  the  Sweet  Clover  is  usually  less  palatable  than  when 
fed  as  hay,  although  numerous  instances  have  been  noted  where 
the  freshly  cut  green  feed  has  been  readily  eaten  by  stock.  As 
a soiling  crop  it  is  best  adapted  for  feeding  to  hogs.  At  the  On- 
tario Experiment  Station  over  30  tons  of  green  feed  per  acre  were 
obtained  in  a single  season. 

Sweet  Clover  as  Pasture.  Sweet  Clover  makes  excellent 
pasture  for  hors3s,  slnep,  cattle,  hogs,  and  chickens.  Probably 
the  easiest  way  to  create  an  appetite  for  the  plant  is  to  commence 
pasturing  the  stock  on  it  very  early  in  the  spring  before  other 
green  feed  has  started.  A sufficient  number  of  animals  should 
be  kept  on  it  to  keep  it  eaten  down  close  so  that  at  all  times  there 
will  be  an  abundance  of  fresh  shoots  for  grazing  purposes.  An 
acre  of  Sweet  Clover  pasture  will  ordinarily  support  20  shoats, 
in  addition  to  furnishing  a light  cutting  of  hay.  Grazing  ap- 
pears to  be  beneficial  to  the  plants  in  that  it  induces  stoolin^. 

Stock  when  pastured  upon  Sweet  Clover  makes  gains  which 
compare  very  favorably  with  those  obtained  from  either  alfalfa 
or  red  clover.  The  advantage  which  Sweet  Clover  has  over  the 
crops  just  mentioned  is  that  it  will  grow  bn  some  soils  too  poor  in 
humus  f the  successful  production  of  either  alfalfa  or  red  clo- 
ver. Its  chief  advantages  are  ability  to  grow  on  and  build  up  poor 
soils,  to  survive  the  midsummer  droughts  which  frequently  occur 
throughout  the  country,  and  to  produce  early  and  late  pasturage.

Bringing  down  his  arm  emphatically,  he  said  “Cattle  will  eatit! 

Of  course  they  might  not  at  first,  but  for 
that  matter  he  had  seen  cattle,  unaccustomed  to  them,  refuse 
alfalfa  and  corn. 

“It  will  grow  on  absolutely  any  soil,”  (except  that  which  is 
water  logged.)

“How  much  seed  to  the  acre?”  “Twenty  pounds  of  hulled 
seed,  or  thirty  pounds  of  unhulled,”  said  the  judge. 

,,How  much  seed  will  it  yield  to  the  acre?”  “Four  to  twelve 
bu.”said  the  judge,  and  he  turned  to  Mr.  Coverdale  who  nodded. 

“What  does  it  sell  for  per  bushel?” 

“Ten  to  twelve  dollars  per  bushel,”  said  the  judge. 

“The  best  method  of  seeding?”  “Seed  with  a bu.  to  a bu.  and  a 
half  of  Early  Champion  oats,  or  a bu.  of  barley,”  said  the  judge.” 
Cut  the  oats  high  for  hay.”

METHOD  OF  SOWING. 

The  same  methods  are  employed  as  with  other  grass  seed  but 
more  closely  to  Red  Clover.  It  is  sown  in  the  fall,  but  with 
greater  success  in  the  spring.  It  can  be  sown  with  a nurse  crop 
or  alone.  It  can  be  sown  in  the  spring,  with  oats,  barley  or 
speltz,  or  on  winter  wheat  ground,  using  about  10  to  15  lbs  of 
hulled  seed  or  15  to  20  lbs  of  unhulled  seed  to  the  acre.  When 
Sweet  Clover  is  sown  with  such  a nurse  crop  the  young  Sweet  Clo- 
ver plants  will  be  of  considerable  size  by  the  time  the  grain  is 
cut  and  on  this  account  it  is  well  to  cut  the  grain  as  high  up  from 
the  ground  as  possible.  Many  sow  with  a nurse  crop,  but  it  will 
make  a little  more  growth  the  first  season  if  seeded  alone. 

It  may  be  sown  broadcast  if  the  seedbed  is  moist  and  fine,  or, 
better  still,  plant  with  a press  drill  not  more  than  an  inch  or  two 
deep,  in  a good  fine  seedbed.  For  hay  it  should  stand  thick  and 
fine-stemmed,  and  be  cut  before  it  comes  into  full  bloom.  The 
green  hay  is  quite  succulent,  and  needs  to  be  cured  in  small 
cocks,  allowing  it  to  get  pretty  dry  before  stacking.  Sweet  Clo- 
ver is  a biennial  plant,  and  will  all  die  the  second  season  if  not 
allowed  to  seed  itself,  so  it  need  never  become  a bad  weed.

Mr.  Berry  Thinks  Lots  of  Cane,  Kaffir  and  Millet 
for  Late  Planting. 

Forage  crops  is  a subject  that  I have  preached  in  our  Seed 
Book,  and  personally  whenever  I had  a chance,  and  for  the  past 
twenty  years  I have  practiced  what  I have  preached.  I have 
raised  more  or  less  Millet,  Cane,  Kaffir  Corn  and  some  of  the 
other  crops  each  year.  I know  they  are  profitable.  Thous- 
ands of  up-to-date  money  making  farmers  grow  profitable  crops 
of  these  forage  plants  each  year.  Many  more  should  do  so.  Of 
course,  these  plants  do  not  take  the  place  of  Timothy,  Clover, 
Alfalfa  and  grasses  but  will  help  out  on  a shortage,  which  occurs 
quite  often,  or  to  fill  in,  in  making  some  alteration  in  the  rota- 
tion of  changing  your  crop.  * 

Land  that  has  been  over-flown;  or  land  that  is  wet;  or  some 
misfortune  has  caused  a failure  of  stand,  you  can  still  put  the 
land  in  some  kind  of  a forage  plant  and  know  you  are  sure  of 
getting  good  results.  You  can  sow  forage  plants  such  as  Cane, 
Kaffir  Corn  and  Milo  Maize,  on  very  thin  soil.  Cane  especially 
can  be  grown  on  soil  that  is  practically  worn  out  for  most  any- 
thing else,  and  you  are  reasonably  sure  of  obtaining  a fair  crop.

Possibly  the  greatest  recent  discovery  in  the  way  of  a pasture 
and  forage  grass,  promising  adaptability  to  all  sections  of  the 
United  States  was  made  in  1909,  when  Prof.  C.  Y.  Piper,  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  discovered  Sudan 
Grass.  Prof.  Piper  brought  back  a small  amount  of  the  seed 
with  him  and  as  early  as  1910  it  was  given  a trial  at  the  Govern- 
ment experiment  station  near  Chillicothe,  Texas,  where  its  abili- 
ty to  stand  a protracted  drought  attracted  attention  from  all 
who  saw  or  heard  of  it.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  grown  in 
many  sections  of  the  West  and  Soutnwest,  and  from  all  direc- 
tions come  reports  of  enormous  yields  of  seed  and  hay,  in  some 
instances,  almost  beyond  belief. 

This  is  the  new  grass  that  is  causing  such  a sensation  through* 
out  the  south  and  southwest.  We  are  having  calls  for  seed  from 
all  sections  and  are  now  prepared  to  supply  our  customers  with 
the  highest  Quality  of  seed,  and  want  you  to  test  out  this  won- 
derful new  crop  this  season. 

HOW  TO  PLANT. 

Sudan  Grass  may  be  planted  in  cultivated  rows,  in  close  drills 
or  broadcast.  Plant  in  cultivated  rows,  30  to  36  inches  apart. 
Only  2 or  3 pounds  of  seed  to  the  acre  will  be  reauired.  An  ordi- 
nary corn  planter  with  the  sorghum  plate  or  a specially  prepared 
plate  may  be  used  for  the  row  planting.  The  seed  should  be 
planted  about  10  to  12  inches  apart  in  the  row.  We  believe  the 
best  results  will  be  had  by  planting  with  a drill  or  broadcast 
at  the  rate  of  25  to  30  pounds  to  the  acre. 

YIELD. 

The  yield  from  Sudan  Grass  will  depend  upon  the  soil  and 
moisture  conditions,  and  the  method  of  planting.  It  does  best  in 
a rich,  well  drained,  sandy  loam,  so  where  the  soil  runs  to  sand, 
a lighter  yield  may  be  expected.  When  given  plenty  of  room  the 
grass  stools  very  readily  and  it  is  not  uncommon  to  see  over  one 
hundred  stems  coming  from  one  seed.  When  planted  early  it 
will  require  from  seventy-five  to  eighty  days  from  the  time  the 
seed  is  planted  until  the  first  is  harvested,  the  second  cutting 
coming  in  about  forty-five  days  after  the  first,  and  the  third  cut- 
ting about  the  same  length  of  time  after  the  second,  rainfall  be- 
ing fairly  uniform.  In  some  sections  by  cutting  a few  days  ear- 
lier each  time,  the  fourth  cutting  may  be  had,  but  it  is  probable 
that  three  cuttings  will  give  the  maximum  yield  of  hay  and  of  a 
really  better  quality.  The  yield  ranges  from  two  to  ten  tons  per 
acre  of  this  highly  valuable  hay. 

A SILAGE  CROP. 

While  as  yet  Sudan  has  not  been  plentiful  enough  to  permit  its 
being  grown  on  a scale  justifying  extensive  use  as  a silage,  it  is 
the  universal  opinion  of  those  who  have  grown  it  that  it  is  des- 
tined to  make  one  of  the  very  best  ensilage  crops  known.  It  will 
be  even  better  when  grown  with  soy  beans  or  cow  peas,  as  this 
combination  would  make  an  enormous  yield  of  ensilage  that 
would  be  very  palatable  and  well  balanced. 

DESCRIPTION. 

Sudan  Grass,  which  is  one  of  the  sorghums,  is  very  similar  in 
growth  to  Johnson  Grass,  but  differs  from  the  latter  in  that  it  is 
entirely  free  from  the  persistent  underground  root  system  which 
makes  Johnson  grass  sod  so  difficult  to  eradicate.  Sudan  Grass, 
being  an  annual  and  having  fiberous  roots  similar  to  wheat  or 
oats  is  as  easily  controlled  and  eradicated  as  millet  at  the  close 


of  the  growing  season. 

This  grass  is  even  more  thrifty  in  growth  than  Johnson  gras; 
reaching  from  4 to  7 feet  in  height,  producing  medium  sma 
stems  and  an  abundance  of  broad  linear  leaves.  The  color  of  th 
plant  is  a shade  paler,  and  is  more  palatable  than  any  other  sor 
ghum  hay.  One  plant  produces  from  80  to  100  culms.

Summer  fallow,  or  land  plowed  late  the  pre- 
lous  fall,  is  of  course,  likely  to  be  in  excellent  condition  for 
lillet  and  will  only  require  to  be  lightly  disked  and  harrowed 
efore  drilling. 

Millets  are  sown  about  the  same  time  that  Com  is  planted  but 
lay  be  sown  for  hay  or  soiling.

Sow  about  40  lbs  of 
eed  per  acre  for  hay  and  less  than  that  for  seed. 

Cutting  for  hay  should  be  done  when  the  Millet  has  headed, 
ut  before  it  matures  and  handled  the  same  as  Timothy. 

If  you  wish  a seed  crop,  you  should  allow  it  to  fully  ripen  and 
ut  with  a grain  binder.

The  Soy  Beans  will 
produce  under  favorable  conditions  12  to  13  tons  of  fresh  fodder 
per  acre,  containing  large  amounts  of  crude  protein  and  fat, 
which  makes  an  excellent  forage  to  mix  with  corn  fodder  or 
other  forage  plant  high  in  carbohydrate  but  low  in  protein.

Culture— Soy  Beans  do  best  on  a medium  soil,  but  will  make 
a splendid  growth  on  poor  soil,  if  seed  is  properly  inoculated. 
Ground  should  be  well  prepared  and  planted  about  the  same 
time  as  corn.  If  crop  is  desired  for  hay,  sow  broad-cast,  or  drill 
about  one  bushel  to  the  acre  and  to  sow  a seed  crop,  plant  in  rows 
the  same  as  corn  with  a planter  every  three  inches,  using  about 
half  bushel  seed  to  the  acre.  Soy  Beans  may  be  planted  quite 
late  to  good  advantage,  often  planting  after  a grain  crop  has  beeil 
harvested.'  ‘It  is  also  a common  practice  to  plant  in  the  corn  be- 
tween the  rows  at  the  time  of  the  last  cultivation. 

The  time  of  harvesting,  depends  upon  the  use  to  be  made  of 


the  crop.  If  you  wish  to  cut  for  hay,  this  should  be  done  whe 
the  pods  are  quite  well  developed  for  best  feeding  value,  whi' 
stock  relish  the  hay  more  when  cut  at  an  earlier  stage.  Poss 
bly  the  best  time  to  harvest,  would  be  be  when  the  pods  ai 
forming. 

For  a seed  crop,  it  is  best  to  wait  until  most  of  the  leaves  hav 
fallen  and  then  cut  when  the  dew  is  on.  bunch  with  a self-rak 
and  leave  in  bunches  until  dry  enough  to  shock  up.  Threshin  i 
may  be  done  from  two  to  three  weeks  after  harvesting. 

One  Grower  of  Soy  Beans  Writes— This  is  the  first  yea 
that  I have  ever  made  hay  of  Soy  Beans,  but  this  year  I drille 
on  an  old  pond  one  bushel  per  acre  of  Soy  Beans,  using  a Supei 
ior  drill  and  all  holes  open.  The  ground  was  perhaps  four  t 
four  and  a half  acres.  I cut  one  half  of  these  and  mixed  wit 
corn  when  filling  my  silo,  securing  seven  and  a half  loads.  Pei  j 
haps  they  averaged  a ton  to  the  load.  Where  used  for  eithe ! 
of  these  purposes  I think  no  one  will  be  disappointed,  as  fc 
myself,  I intend  to  put  out  a small  acreage  this  way  eac 
year.  My  stock  are  eating  the  hay  practically  as  well  as  Alfalt 
and  in  the  ensilage  I am  certainly  eliminating  some  Cotton  See  !■ 
by  using  this  mixture.

Culture.  Onions  thrive  well  in  any  good  soil,  although  very 
sandy  soils  are  apt  to  dry  out  to  too  great  an  extent.  Probably 
the  very  best  soil  for  this  purpose  is  old  land  that  has  been  kept 
up  to  a high  state  of  fertility  and  free  from  weeds,  fall  plowed 
and  thoroughly  pulverized  in  the  spring. 

Sow  the  seed  early  in  the  spring,  about  M inch  deep  in  rows  12 
to  15  inches  apart.  It  is  tedious  work  thinning  onion  plants  so  it 
is  well  to  secure  reliable  seed  of  high  germinating  qualities;  sow 
the  seed  a little  thicker  than  the  onions  are  to  stand,  thus  avoid- 
ing unnecessary  thinning. 

In  the  case  of  large  varieties,  like  Prizetaker  and  Mammoth 
Silver  King,  the  young  seedlings  should  be  transplanted  so  as  to 
permit  the  plants  to  reach  full  size  and  development. 

As  soon  as  the  plants  begin  to  break  through  the  soil,  pass  over 
the  rows  with  a wheel  cultivator  which  works  both  sides  of  the 
row  at  once  and  throws  a little  soil  away  from  the  base  of  the 
plants  and  as  soon  as  cultivated  they  should  be  weeded.  Culti- 
vate and  hand  weed  every  two  weeks  through  the  summer  as  it 
is  much  easier  to  harvest  the  crop  when  entirely  free 
from  weeds.
